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[54] Name of practical utility model: A golf club handle with compound cover and body 
connection 



[57] Abstract 

A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection. A golf club component 
that may be supplied in high quality, of easily obtained materials, and possessing an independent 
design. This utility model is proposed for connection to the end portion of the golf club handle. 
It is comprised of an inner liner with a hollow inner passageway and two ends. The inner liner is 
covered with an exterior non-slip surface layer and a hard surrounding cover; the two ends of the 
inner lining tube are a convex retaining ring and an upper covering piece with a cover head at 
one end; the non-slip surface layer has two ends formed of the nearby inner liner cover head and 
the nearby lower retaining ring flat piece; a hard material wraps around and connects at the inner 
liner's upper portion cover head to form a compound cover; the ring cover possesses a first 
connection piece tightly fitting to connect to the top cover's second connector piece, the ring 
cover faces the inner liner axially to extend to obscure the cover head on the non-slip surface 
layer.

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1. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection, suitable for installation 
at the end of the golf club handle, characterized by an inner liner with a central hollow tube body 
connecting the two ends of the inside pieces, wrapped on the outside of the inner liner with a 
non-slip surface layer and hard ring cover; characterized by the described inner liner's two ends 
having, respectively, an axially protruding retaining ring and a top surface forming a cover head 
with a connector piece; the non-slip surface layer has two ends, one is near the inner liner cover 
head and the other is near the retaining ring's flat body; the hard-material ring cover connects to 
the inner liner's upper portion cover head to form a compound cover body; the ring cover tightly 
fits with the first connector piece and relies on this connection with the cover head to meet the 
second connector piece, the ring cover periphery faces the inner liner to extend axially to be used 
to obscure said non-slip surface layer close to the retaining ring at the cover head. 

2. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 1, characterized by a first connector piece on the described inner liner ring cover 
connecting with the inner liner body's inner portion ventilation hold; the second connector piece 
interconnects with the first connector piece at the ventilation hold, so as not to obscure the 
ventilation hole. 

3. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 2, characterized by the described first connector piece being a convex column forming a 
body at the cover head's top surface; and the second connector piece being a perforated piece 
formed on the first ring cover to fit tightly with the convex column of the first connector piece. 

4. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 1, characterized by there being installed an adhesive compound layer between the 
described inner liner's outer surface and non-slip surface. 

5. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 1, characterized by a connecting layer being installed as a connecting surface between the 
cover head and the ring head. 

6. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 5, characterized by the described cover head circumference and ring cover ring 
relationship having installed corresponding connecting holes; the ring cover through the series of 
perforated connecting holes firmly connects the pieces to the cover head. 

7. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 1, characterized by the ring cover top portion having established a concave groove 
through which decorative elements may be inserted. 

8. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 7, characterized by said decorative element being precious stones. 
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9. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 1, characterized by the described inner liner being a molded tube; the non-slip surface is 
cut into pieces to form a flat-shaped body. 

10. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claims 1 or 9, characterized by the described inner line being formed of rubber, rubber 
compound, thermal formed plastic, thermal formed rubber, plastic layers, sealed perforated 
plastic or other soft material. 

1 1 . A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claim 1, characterized by the described non-slip surface layer being formed of optional natural 
leather, synthetic leather, polymer (PU) coated artificial leather, fabric or other textiles cut into 
flat pieces. 

12. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claims 1 or 6, characterized by the described ring cover being formed of iron, gold (k), silver.or 
other metal, wood, propylene - vinyl - ethylene copolymer, rubber or other plastic hard material. 

1 3. A golf club handle with compound cover and body connection as described in Patent 
Claims 1 or 5, characterized by the described ring cover being formed by a choice of propylene - 
vinyl - ethylene copolymer ABS, rubber or other hard plastic material. 
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
